TWO FRENCH WAYS OF 
COOKING EGGS 


French Fried Eggs 


A quantity of fat is required for 
the proper cookery of French 
fried eggs, but this fat may be 
strained and used over and over 
again. Heat the fat to boiling 
point using for the purpose a 
deep pan or kettle and when it 
gives forth a_ bluish haze it is 
ready for the eggs. These must 
be broken one at a time in separ- 
ate saucers and glided gently into 
the fast boiling fat. Immediately 
transform themselves 
into snow white delicate puff balls 
and will float on the hot fat like 
crullers, requiring no turning, and’ 
ready in a few minutes for the 
skimmer. When removed from 
the fat they must be drained for 
a moment only, then served at 
once on a hot plate circled with 
a wreath of cress or parsley. 


French Poached Eggs 


This method ir rather trouble- 


|some, but the results are fine. The 
| Frenchman we aw poaching the 


eggs cooked one egg at a time 
and when it was finished it resem- 
bled,a soft boiled egg from which 
all the shell had been removed, 
leaving the egg whole but not 
hard. The water was first brought 
to the boiling point, then a tea- 
spoonful of salt and a tablespoon- 
ful of tarragon vinegar were add- 
ed. When the water began to 
boil madly an ggg was broken into 
the most tempestuous spot where 
the agitation produced the smooth 
oval shape, while the acid in the 
water hardened the albumen just

Heavy Toll Through Explosion of . 
Lamp 

The explosion of a gasoline lamp is 
the reputed cause of a destructive fire 
which destroyed the home of Mrs. J. 
M. Sheperd at Lonesome Butte, and a 
barn belonging to Roy Hewson on the 
the other side of the road. A Maxwell 
car which was in the barn was also 
totally destroyed. It was but a few 
miutes after the explosion that the 
house was in the grip of roaring flames 
which leaped high in the air and across 
the road, where they seized upon the 
Hewson barn, razing it to the ground 
in a very short space. Mr. Sheperd, 
owner of the house in which the ex- 
plosion occurred, is at present on a 
visi to Chicago. The total loss which 
resulted has been estimated at not less 
than $5,000, of which only about 
$1,500 is covered by insurance. 


Proceeds of Liquor Sales 


It is reported that many of the 
larger cities and towns of British Co- 
jumbia will be in the hands of  re- 
ceivers before they can receive their 
share of liquor profits, unless they are 
given immediate financial relief. The 
municipal delegation urged that a tax 
of five cents a day on all workers, $15 
a year on others and $15 a year on 
all corporations be levied to pay for 
cost of schools and hospitals. 


Warns Paper Profiteers 

A warning to the pulp and paper 
companies of the province and other 
profiteers was recently sounded in the 
legislature by David Whiteside (New 
Westminster) in the course of a stirr- 
ing addreas on the budget. Pointing 
out the heavy appropriation required 
for the upkeep of the Government 
printing office for the ensuing year, 
Mr. Whiteside said that printing paper 
would cost $52,000 and 
more than $40,000.

dollars, as compared with ninety-four million, five hundred and 
fifty-three thousand, four hundred and thirty-two dollars for 
December of the previous year, while the value of Canadian pro- 
ducts exported in December 1920, was one hundred and forty- 
nine million, two hundred and eigthy-four thousand, three hund- 
red and twenty-five dollars as compared with one hundred and 
thirty-three millions, five hundred and forty-one thousand, eight 
hundred and five dollars, December 1919. 


These figures mean that the trade position of Canada was 
better in December, 1920, than in December, 1919, by twenty- 
four millions, four hundred and thirteen thousand, seven hund- 


red and ninety-nine dollars. 


The merchandising account is therefore in our favor and a 
person would naturally conclude that the exchange question 


should be adjusted forthwith. 


It must be remembered, however, 


that before a true balance of trade is struck the interest on our 
debt abroad and some other “invisible items” offset a favorable 
merchandise balance, such obligations averaging about twenty- 
five millions a month. The chief gain in exports have been in 
grain and paper and a decrease has been shown to some extent 
in certain classes of manufactured products due no doubt to the 
somewhat difficult position which has obtained in Canadian in- 
dustrial and economic circles during the last few months.

Allies Get Designs 


The allied investigators are in 
possession of designs showing ex- 
actly how the apparent, miracle 
was accomplished.

blic utility known as the public 
ibrary kept pace with the growth 
of the city? 

That the rest of the report does 
not answer the question in the af- 
firmative is no fault of Dr. Locke. 
That it does not answer the ques- 
tion at all suggests that still and 
after all—Toronto needs at least 
one more branch library. 

_ In fact a pert paraphrase of the 
word Locke is, ‘More Libraries." 
There never has been a year since 
this six foot three of bustling cul- 
ture came to Toronto when the 
need of the hour was not for more 
and yet more of those little chur- 
ches of culture and utility put up 
at the rate of one every year as 
the result of Dr. Locke's unflag- 
ging zeal for our intellectual wel- 
fare. In all America we doubt 
if there is another such library ex- 
tension movement on record as 
that initiated and carried on for 
twelve years by George H. Locke. 
Every board of control in at least 
one decade has become familiar 
with this blue-eyed giant who 
lopes in from the Carnegie dispen- 
sary on College street or from one 
or more of its strategic sub-sta- 
tions and calmly but vigorously 

s for more money to build 
more libraries. To such an ex- 
tent has this demand for book-dis- 
pensaries extended that for con- 
venience the city fathers under 
pressure have now reduced the de- 
mand to a mathematical formula, 
a yearly assessment of half a dol- 
lar per capita, men, women and 
children, for libraries. And Locke 
—gets it. 


Son of a Parson 


Such organising zeal for the cul- 
ture of other people comes nat- 
urally only from a-man who has 
himself had experience of culture. 
Locke began life as 4 Methodist. 
He was born in a-parsonage in 
Beamsville, Ontario; partly edu- 
cated at Ryerson school in this 


city, carried still further in collegi- | must circulate, 


ates at Brampton and Colling- 
wood, and at length got to Vic- 
toria University when it was hous- 
ed in Cobourg and where by his 
general expressed outlook upon 
life he soon convinced the faculty 
that he would never inhabit an- 
other parsonage.

The first time I saw Locke he 
was dining with a crowd of bohe- 
mians in a studio. The second 
time I met him he was burrowing 
amid dust, confusion and tumult 
into the moving epic of the grimy 
old case of the books down on 
Church street. He was moving 
books which in half a century had 
known no other grime and cob- 
webs than those of the historical 
center of literature and music 
so long dominated by that 
patriarch of static culture, Dr. 
James Bain. He smiled through 
a cloud of bibliophilic dust and 
held up hands as black as any 
coal-heaver's. 

“Come and see us this time next 
month," he invited. ‘‘We shall 
show you a real circulating and 
reference library.” 


He paused to pay a merited 
triumph to Dr. Bain who had held 
up the torch of public culture 
those many years in such a place 
and had loaned his last book be- 
fore he was able to enter into the 
promised land up_ on College 
street. 


The trip across the lake was a 
cold one. The wind was blow-

Much Interest in Rex Mine 
Unceasing Botheration 


From that day to this the car- 
eer of George Locke in Toronto 
has been one of unceasing bother- 
ation to some people that he 
might do good to other people. 
No public servant has so persist- 
ently bombarded the city hall with 
his budget; none could ever have 
done it so more than half as many 
times. 


The Rex mine was visited in the 
afternoon, everyone displaying 
great interest in this property, 
which is being worked under great 
difficulties of transportation. The 
shafts in the mine are down to 
273 feet, and the visitors climbed 
down the ladders running at an 
angle of about 70 degrees into 
the bowels of the earth. 


Armed with acetyline lamps, 
they proceeded in pairs, and to 
men unused to violent exercise the 
long clamber down the ladders 
proved rather arduous. The last 
part of the journey was made by 
means of a swinging ladder, and 
at the foot of the mine the drill 
was seen in operation. Some of 
the members of the party were so 
exhausted after their climb to the 
bottom of the shaft, that they had 
to be taken to the surface in the 
small skip in which the ore is re- 
moved. 

There was a little water in the 
mine, and the travellers offered a 
very muddy appearance when at 
last they emerged from the mouth 
of the mine. 


Vein Easily Traced 


All the way down the vein 
could be clearly traced and speci- 
mens of ore carrying free gold 
were knocked off at intervals. The 
vein looked very strong, and the

A library un- 
der Locke is no longer a static but 
a dynamic. A book is not made 
for a shelf, but for human hands. 
The chief librarian's office is not 
a place for literary recreation but 
for business. Books are to Locke 
like money to a banker; they 
And they must 
be bought; publishing houses ran- 
sacked for the latest and the best 
and—as far as possible the least 
expensive consistent with utility. 
Locke has very little regard for 
the decorative value of a book. 
If he sees a line of books that peo- 
people do not want to read he 
finds out the reason, and if the 
fault is in the books the sooner 
they are retired to the rear ranks 
the better. If the fault is in the 
non-readers—well he has his 
yearly investigation and that 
brain-searching report to find the 
remedy. 

A book might be written. about 
such a man as this among the peo- 
ple’s books. And when the mod- 
ern history of Toronto: comes to 
be made somebody will have to 
admit that once upon a time a 
man named Locke who when how 
to study people as well as books 
and could ‘see the honor of being 
a librarian made the free public 
libraries of Toronto into one of 
the city's greatest humanizing 
institutions. That historian may 
even record that in the year 
192— George H. Locke built a 
public library on Toronto Island.

First of all, let us remember 
that prevention is worth many 
pounds of cure, and use a little 
common sense and judgment 
about the baby's outing.

The Bingo vein, like the Rex, 
is striking northeast, and it is 
thought by many that it is a con- 
tinuation of the same vein. Not 
quite so wide as the Rex vein, the 
Bingo vein is strengthening at 
depth and in both properties the 
richest ore has been secured at 
depth. Good samples were _se- 
cured from the dump at the Bingo 
mine, free gold being plainly vie- 


ible. 


Spectacular Samples Taken 


In the afternoon the party start- 
ed on the return journey to The 
Pas, stopping en route at the Nor- 
pany's property, which lies about 
a mile from the Rex, and where 
spectacular samples _ were taken 
from the dump| is mine has 
been closed for some time. The 
vein here, too, runs northeast and 
southwest, and carries high values 
in gold. It is thought that work 
will be resumed on the property in 
the near future. 

As on the trip to the mine half 
of the party stopped the night at 
a stopping house on the lake 
shores, while the remainder pro- 
ceeded on to. the ‘Diamond 
Queen's." Those who remained, 
rose at 4.30 on Sunday morning, 
and commenced the return trip to 
the railway line with. the thermo- 
meter at 40 degreestbelow zero. _ 

The Huskeg, as the train which 
runs on the Hudsog Bay Railway 
line is styled locally, was waiting 
at Mile 82, and the party embark- 
ed and returned to The Pas, Which 
they reached about 3 p.m. Sun- 
day. , 

Every member of the party 
seemed satisfied with the trip and 
enthusiastic over the posstbijlities 
of the properties which they*had 
visited. 


A Novel Experience 


The trip was a great novelty 
for the city men, who expressed 
themselves as being enchanted 
with the north country, and fully 
intending to return again. 


Herb Lake contains the only 
operating mines in Manitoba at 
the present time. The first dis- 
coveries were made there in 1914, 
and considerable shaft sinking, 
stripping and trenching has been 
done on several properties in ad- 
dition to those mentioned above, 
the majority of which should 
make mines at some future date, 
the main difficulty in the past 
having been to secure capital for 
carrying out the necessary opera- 
tions which on account of trans- 
portation difficulties are necessari- 
ly expensive. 

Work will be continued on the 
Rex and the Bingo. he former 
has a mill with a 30-ton daily ca- 
pacity installed, in addition to 
other machinery, and a quantity 
of the ore from the Bingo dump 
will be run through in a few days. 

Little doubt rests in the minds 
of the mining fraternity generally 
that both these properties will ul- 
timately become good producers, 
and with the demand for gold at 
the present period it is the inten- 
tion of those interested if the 
properties to push forward work 
as quickly as possible.

If his lips get blue and his teeth 
chatter, the cold bath is doing 
more harm than good and should 
be discontinued. 

Little Legs Must Be Warm 

Never allow him to go with 
bare legs or feet in the house or 
outside, Use long, heavy stock- 
ings and stout shoes, underwear 
that contains at least some wool in 
it, and extra leggings when it is 
very cold and raw out-of-doors, 
The so-called “hardening” of very 
yaung children, who go about the 
street bundled up in a heavy fur 
coat, but with little legs bare and 
purple from cold, seems to me lit- 
tle less than criminal, and 1 know 
many other physicians whofeel the 
same. Wool mittens should be on 
the hands. 

In preventing colds, mothers 
should never forget how very in- 
fectious a cold usually is. If one 
of the grown-up, members of the 
house has a cold he should never 


be allowed to go near the baby.. 


If the mother or nurse has a cold 
she should wear a piece of gauze 
over her own nose and mouth 
when she handles the child. She 
should also be most particular to 
wash her hands before she touches 
the baby. In no circumstances 
should she ever kiss the child 


while she has a cold, or use her 


own handkerchief or towel for the:

baby. Nursing babies catch a 


mother's cold through’her breath 
rather than through her milk, as 


so many suppose. 
Teach every child to keep away 


or sneezes and to put his hand or 
handkerchief before his face every 
time this happens, 

When a cold has actually de- 
veloped, the child should be kept 
in bed for a day or two at least, 
and longer if he has any fever. A 
dose of castor oil should be given 
at the start. 


The Nose Must Be Kept Clear 

Reduce the bottle food one- 
third if there is no fever with the 
cold; if there is fever reduce it 
one-half. Give the breast-fed 
baby an ounce of warm, boiled 
water just before each nursing, 
and let him nurse ten or fifteen 
minutes in place of twenty min- 
utes for a day or two. Give the 
older child broths, thin ceraals 
and milk, but no solids for the first 
day or two at least. 

Keep the nose as clear as pos- 
sible by the use of a little olive oil 
or liquid albolene dropped up it 
several times a day. This is es- 
pecially important in the case of 
breastfed babies, who often can- 
not nurse at all because the nose 
is so stopped up they cannct 
breathe. ‘ 

For stopped-up nose as well as 
for a dry, hard cough, . inhaling 
steamfrom a boiling kettle con- 
taining one teaspoontul of the 
compound tincture of benzoin to 
each pint of water is excellent. Hé 
should, of ‘course, not be allowed 
to go out or have his window open 
after this treatment. This is the 
first treatment for croup and vari- 
ous forms of tight or irritating 
coughs that come with the infec- 
tious diseases also. 

If the cold is on the chest a 
mustard paste made from one 
tablespoonful of mustard to five 
tablespoonfuls of flour, mixed up 
with a little cold water, like a cake 
batter, and spread between . two 
layers of thin muslin, is one of the 
best remedies known, The child's 
chest should be rubbed with a lit- 
tle olive oil before and after ap- 
plying the paste, and it will not 
blister. The paste should envelop 
the chest and be left on long 
enough to redden the skin—usu- 
ally from fiveto fifteen minutes. 

It is always safer to call in a 
physician when a child has a 
heavy cold, especially if it is ac- 
companied by: fever and does not 
quickly yield to the simple sugges- 
tions given here.

A mad woman in Russia im- 
posed her will on a whole town- 
ship, and for more than two 
months she rules autocratically. 
Scores of people were executed at 
her insane bidding, and the _in- 
habitants submitted to this reign 
of terror. At last a murder, more 
audacious than the rest, brought 
retribution from outside. 

In the town of Porchow (near 
the raiiway line connecting Petro- 
grad with Moscow) a woman 
named Krashinskaya suddenly 
made her appearance. Nobody 
knew exactly whence she really 
came, But her Communist utter- 
ances were of so ardent a charac- 
ter and her calm assurance of her 
right to command was so discon- 
certing that all the Bolshevik au- 
thorities accepted her presence for 
geranted. Very swiftly the ad- 
venturess acquired absolute con- 
trol of the local executive com- 
mittee, and even of the‘extraordi- 
nary commission itself. ‘In fact, 
her attention was specially direct- 
ed to the latter. She made it a 
custom to conduct personally all 
house-to-house searches -in the 
town. She also assumed the part 
of examining magistrate. The 
poor arrested wretches received 
short shrift from her. 


Becomes Executioner 


Very soon Krashinskaya took 
over also the duties’ of execution- 
er. Dressed in man's clothing, 
with a cigarette hanging from the 
corner of her mouth, she would 
go down into the cellars where 
the prisoners were huddled to- 
gether. She did not trouble to 
take her victims out of the cells, 
but shot them down in the midst 
of their comrades, Often she 
would put bullet after bullet into 
the body of a man already dead. 
The. corpses of the victims, were, 
by her order, carted through the 
streets in broad daylight. The 
town lived in a state of the most 
abject terror. Citizens tried not 
to appear in the streets, everybody |.

This increase can be at- 
tributed in part to the progressive 
action of the federal and provin- 
cial authorities in providing funds 
for instruction in the most mod- 
ern and approved methods of ag- 
riculture. 


t is in the growth of its man- 
ufactures, however, that the pro- 
vince has made the most remark- 
able progress; at the present time, 
Ontario produces at least half of 
the manufactures of the whole 
Dominion. The district between 
Kingston, at the northern end of 
Lake Ontario, and Windsor, on 
the Canadian border opposite 
Detroit, is dotted with prosperous 
manufacturing centres too num- 
erous to mention in an article of 
this length. Only the Eastern 
Townships area of the province 
of Quebec can compare with this 
manufacturing centre of Ontario. 
The cities are in general of mod- 
erate size; living costs are conse- 
quently relatively low, labor con- 
ditions good; municipal govern- 
ments are efficient and taxation 
light; the spirit is progressive and 
new industries are welcomed and 
assisted. Power and sites are| 
available. A network of steam 
and electric railways, and the wat-

Among the more important are 
iron and steel products, automo- 
biles, locomotives, woollen goods, 
leather goods, furniture and pulp 
and paper. The development of 
the last named industry has been 
the outstanding feature of the last 
decade. As early as the year 
1825 paper was manufactured in 
the province of Ontario, From 
small beginnings the industry in- 
creased until in 1910 the number 
of establishments was fourteen, 
and the annual value of the pro- 
ducts amounted to about three 
million dollars.

War Plans Drafted 


Seventeen Years Ago 


The March number of the Sud- 
deutsche Monatsheft contains an 
article by Herr Eugen Zimmer- 
mann, in which the failure of the 
“Schlieffen plan’ is examined 
and an attempt is made to settle 
the question whether its altera- 
tion was due to military incompe- 
tence or political interference, 

The Schlieffen plan was the 
German war scheme worked out 
in 1904 by Count von Schliffen, 
the soldier-scholar of the Garde- | 
Ulanen, It was based on the as- 
sumption that Germany would be 
at war with the combination of 
France, Russia, Great Britain and 
Belgium, and would be without 
the help of Italy, and its general 
outline was for an overwhelming 
attack in the north, while leaving 
the south and the Russian front 
comparatively lightly held, 


Original Plan Altered 


It was put into operation at the 
battle of the Marne, and proved | 
for Germany a disastrous failure, 
It has since transpired that the

Increasing difficulty is being 
found in obtaining markets 
abroad for some of the more im- 
portant Canadian products, In- 
quiries for fish, lumber, pulp and 
paper, for example, have become 
less active. The countries to 
which a large proportion of Can- 
adian fish is usually sold are un- 
able, on account of prevailing 
financial conditions, to buy in a 
normal way. As a result the At- 


lantic fishermen are outfitting on 
a smaller scale than in former 
years. The trend of prices for 


pulp, pulpwood and printing pa- 
per, and for the securities issued 
by the companies engaged in 
these industries, clearly indicates 
that the consumptive capacity of 
their foreign markets is being 
overtaken by the increasing pro- 
duction both in this country and 
abroad. These conditions por- 
tend further price recessions, but 
there is no reason for anticipating 
changes of a disturbing character 
in the pulp and paper industry, 
since Canada possesses the essen- 
tial raw materials and the natural 
facilities to enable her to meet 
any competition that may de- 
velop. The export demand for 
lumber, however, is far from be- 
ing normal, and many offers are 
on the basis of price below the 
actual cost of production. 

The market abroad for Cana- 
dian meats is indifferent, but in 


the case of other animal products | 


as, for example, butter and 
cheese, the volume of exports has 
been well maintained, and with 
feed available at much _ lower 
prices, increased supplies of these 
products are likely to be available 
for export. Labor for this class 
of industry is becoming more 
plentiful, and one dairying centre 
in Saskatchewan reports an abun- 
dance of men available at $25 a 
month, as compared with a scar- 
city at $75 a year ago. Although 
this condition is purely local, it 


indicates the character of the 
changes taking place. 
The most striking feature of 


the export trade in’ agricultural 
products is the increase’ in the 
volume of wheat exports, which 
during the calendar year 1920 
amounted to 123,000,000 bush- 
els valued at $312,000,000, as 
compared with 68,000,000 bush- 
els valued at $156,000,000 dur- 
ing 1919, In contrast with this 
increase, the exports of wheat 
flour dropped from 10,064,373 
barrels in 1919 to 4,730,037 bar- 
rels in 1920. In the destination 
of our exports of wheat it will be 
noted that the United States is 
speedily increasing her purchases

of Canadian wheat, a factor which 
no doubt materially assists the 
millers of that country in compet- 
ing in foreign markets with Can- 
adian flour mills. At the same 
time Great Britain's purchases 
show a decided decline. The ab- 
normal amount of wheat export- 
ed to countries other than Great 
Britain ahd the United States is 
accounted for by the large pur- 
chases made by European_coun- 
tries; for examples during 

eight months ending. November, 
1920, while Great Britain bought 


13,000,000 bushels nd the 
United States 19,000Z}00 bush- 
els, Italy purchased fYom Canada 


12,000,000, Belguim 9,500,000, 
and the Netherlands 5,000,00 
bushels. It will also be noted /% 
the fluctuation in the gross value 
of the wheat exported does not 
necessarily tally with the fluctua- 
tion in its physical volume; thus, 
the exports of wheat during the 
fiscal year 1917-18 brought in a 
much greater monetary return 
than those of the previous fiscal 
year, although the latter were 
actually larger in volume.—Cana- 
dian Bank of Commerce.

During a recent visit to the 
east I met a gentleman who had 
been Mr. Norris’ brother-in-law 
and he gave me some very inter- 
esting details of his life.

| of California, when he was imbib- 
ing the local color and writing the 
{descriptions which were incorpor- 
jated in his great novel of Cali- 
fornia life.

There are few things that de- 
serve greater attention than the 
preservation of the wild game, 
native to the prairie region. The 
practical extinction of the buffalo 
was one of the crimes of history. 
These shaggy native cattle of the 
prairie, within the memory of liv- 
ing people, roamed the plains in 
countless thousands, but they dis- 
appeared in practically a decade 
owing to wasteful and unparall- 
eled butchery. Had it not been 
for the foresight of some Cana- 
dian Government officials about 
twelve years ago all that woukl 
have been left of the great herds 
would now be a few mangy 
specimens kept for show purposes 
in parks and zoological gardens.

When the Yellowstone Park | 


was set aside for the benefit of 


the American nation it teemed 
with game and efforts were made 
to make it a sanctuary for the 
wild life of the country; buffaloes 
were there by the thousand; great 
herds of elk browsed on the hill- 
sides; and the prong horned ante- 
lope, the most beautiful of all 
American game animals, 
away into the haze like spirits of 
the country.

Attempts were made to pro- 
tect the game within the confines 
of the Yellowstone Park without 
much success, As buffalo became 
more scarce and high prices were 
paid for heads and hides regu- 
larly organized gangs of poachers 
invaded the sanctuary, and the 
buffalo soon became a thing of 
the past. While the extinction of 
the buffalo was still going on an 
attempt was made to cope with

authorities should establish a park 
in the prarie region of Saskatche- 
wan where the antelopes still re- 
maining in the country might be 
looked after and given an oppor- 
tunity to perpetuate their species. 
When the fences were put up on 
|the big Wallace-Ross ranch at

fenced in and Mr. Wallace, like 
|the good sportsman that he is, 
|has done everything possible to 
protect them. Some small bunches 
are also reported from the broken 
country along the Saskatchewan 
iriver north and west of Swift 
Current and a stray member of 
the species in its native state may 
still be found in the bad lands 
east of Wood Mountain. Unless 
something is done it will only be 
a matter of a very few years until 
there is not an antelope left in the 
country.

If a poacher was actually caught 
red-handed all that could be done 
to him was to escort him outside 
the boundaries of the park, where 
he was turned loose. No further 
penalty was provided and all that 
the offender had to do was to 
enter the park by some other 
route and resume his depreda- 
tions. As a consequence the buf- 
falo were soon exterminated and 


the elk and antelope of the same 
region are following them into 
the limbo of oblivion.

It is only a few years ago since 
these plains of Western Canada 
gave harborage to thousands of 
antelope. As recently as the win- 
ter of 1906-1907 the passengers 
on the trans-continental express 
who looked out from their win- 
dows when passing through the 
district between Swift Current and 
Medicine Hat saw _ hundreds 
of prong horns contentedly graz- 
ing alongside of the track; the 
hard weather of the winter had 
driven them in from the Saskat- 
chewan and drifting before the 
northerly gales, they were stop- 
ped by the railway fences and 
they remained there most of the 
winter. 

In 1904 I, myself, killed a 
couple of bucks out of a herd of 
some four hundred which  re- 
mained for a long time in the 
Little Arm Valley in the vicinity 
of Craik.

If a concerted effort had been 
made at that time by the federal 
authorities in collaboration with 
the provincial government, a 
great many of the beautiful ani- 
mals might have been preserved 
but nothing was done to speak 
about, and at this stage only a 
few individuals were left. It is true 
that some antelope have been 
penned up along with the buffalo 
in the National Park at Wain- 
wright, but that region was not an 
antelope country. They are typi- 
cal of the open. plains and they 
are not increasing very rapidly. It 
seems to me that the federal 
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pect the Dominion Government 
to set aside a portion of this re- 
gion and enclose it as an antelope 
park; provision, of course, would 
also have to be made for the care 
of the animals,,but it would not 

€ an expensive undertaking. 
Representations along these lines 
by the provincial authorities 
would have considerable weight. 
Something should be done _ this 
year or next year; if it is delayed 
longer it will be too late. Already 
reports have been coming in of 
the killing of some of the stray 
members of this beautiful species 
which recently appeared near 
some of the farms near Swift Cur- 
rent.

The success of the federal 
authorities in handling the buffalo 
at the Wainwright Park in Alber- 
ta ought to encourage them to do 
something for the antelope. Some 
fifteen years ago an American 
rancher had a herd which he 
ranged in the Flat Head region 
of Montana. He made a_ very 
good thing out of them by bring- 
ing in wealthy sportsmen in the 
season and for a price allowing 
them to kill a bull or so. He got, 
old and tired of his occupation or 
something and offered his herd at 
a very reasonable price, first to 
the federal government and after- 
wards to the state of Montana. 
The American authorities would 
have none of them, and the mat- 
ter was brought to the attention 
of the Canadian Minister of the 
Interior by Howard Douglas, who 
was then Superintendent of the 
Banff National Park. An appro- 
priation was made and Mr. Doug- 
las, with the money in his hand, 
went down to Montana and 
bought out the last herd of wild 
buffalo on the American conti- 
nent. A grand round-up was 
undertaken; the shaggy animals 
were corralled, loaded on_ stock 
cars and taken to Alberta, where 
an immense park of characteristic 


buffalo land was provided for 
them.

Never did the Government of 
Canada make a better investment, 
apart altogether from the senti- 
mental aspect. Under careful 
management the herd has increas- 
ed amazingly, until now several 
thousand head are confined with- 
in the fences of the Wainwright 
Park and are increasing year by 
year. It will only be a short time 
until there are more animals there 
than there is accommodation for 
and I understand that the Gov- 
ernment are formulating a plan 
whereby some of the surplus buf- 
falo may be turned over to some 
of the big ranchers in Alberta, 
who have suitable pasturage for 
them. There is no doubt that the 
action of the Canadian Govern- 
ment in this respect has resulted 
in the preservation of these 
shaggy natives of the prairie, whe 
a few years ago seemed doomed 
to an extinction as complete as
